W. Hutty, United church missionary at Nelson 
House, and Matthew Woad, Cree councillor of Nelson reservation, The 
conditions in Nelson Howse and Norway House reservations they attri- 
bute to the fact that it is illegal for the Indians to kill beavers for food 
and clothing. ‘They stated that the government officials had refused 
their request that the ban on beaver hunting be removed 

The Aretic deer and rabbits, said Mr, Hutty, have disappeared, and 
there was no fish in the lakes and rivers, “Actually half our population,” 
he declared, “is poverty stricken and have no food,”

Henrison Tells University Students 


Henrison gave a very 
teresting and instructive address 
the University on Thursday night on 
the subject of Dramatic Criticism 
Mr. Henrison, who is passing through 
Edmonton on his way to the Orient | 
is a well-known English dramatic | 
eritic and essayist, 

Dramatic critics have little 
over the public these days, said Mr 
Henrison So few are independent 
yet so few think as we do; so few 
are truthful, and at the same time 
generous; so few are impartial and 
yet speak to the point, At the best 
a criticism is but the expression of 
one man’s point of view; at the 
worst a lly vicious thing, a cause of 
unnece harm and irritation, or 
else

tisement thinly disguised, ‘There are 
not more than two or three critics in 
the country who have the courage to 
say that eighty per cent of the plays 
now running in London are shallow, 
sensational and dull But take the 


trouble to make a collection of their 
pronouncements for a year, reckon up 
the sum total of their unfavorable 
criticisms, and you will find that this 


must in actual fact be thelr opinion-~- 
best 


the opinion at any rate of those 
qualified for the business, Worst of 
all, we pay, 80 little attention to these 
critics, whether they be carping or

Actors Not to Blame 
Contemplating this sad state 
Hlenrison went on, the 
theatre-goer looks around for 
one at whom to point the finger 
blame, and after molug around the 
circle, finds it turned upon hims 
It is not the actors’ fault. The 
ber of plays now running in 
the acting is by far the best ingredi- 
ent is proof enough of this. “Inspired

It is against these managers and 
promoters that the author bears his 
grudge It is they who make it ten 
times more difficult for him to put 
his words into the mouths of actors 
on the stage than into the pages of 
a novel. He finds the latter form of 
expression sinpler, quicker, and more 
luerative, and the continual plain’ of 
(he lack of dramatists ts the result, 
Judging by the many varying opin- 
jons of the critics, went on the 
speaker, one would say that there are 
too many of them; believing that cri- 
ties should be so numerous as to 
form a Jarge proportion of the pub- 
lic, one would say too few, It ts cer- 
tainly a pity that critics and public 
are so divided. The critics are not 
strong enough to lead the public, the 
public is not in the mood to take the 
matter seriously.
